The Base of the American Flotilla in 
British Waters, June 20.—The American 
destroyers have arrived here with eighty 
survivors of two torpedoed British^ ships.

Washington, D. C., June 20.—Government pools of coal prodmN 
tion and distribution iuid of rail and water transportation were recomió 
mended to congress today by the Federal trade commission as the only 
means of avoiding a disastrous coal shortage next winter.

"The 
commission 
believes,'

says the report submitted after 
many months of investigation or- 
dered by congress, "that the coal 
industry is paralyzing the indus- 
tries of the country and that the 
coal industry is paralyzed itself 
by the failure of transportation. 
There are enough coal cars in the 
country but not enough are deliv- 
ered to the mines and these cars 
are not moved to the point of con- 
sumption with the gi-eatest expe- 
dition nor are they promptly dis- 
charged." 


The Recommendations. 


In view of tlie.se conditions, the 
commission recommends: 


"First—That 
the production 
and 
distribution of coal and coke be con- 
ducted through a pool in the hands of 
a government agencj-; that the pro- 
ducers of various grades of fuel be paid 
their full cost of production plus a 
uniform profit per ton (with due al- 
lowance for quality , of product and 
efficiency of service); and 


"Second—That 
the 
transportation 
agency of the United States, both rail 
and water, be 
.similarly pooled and 
operated on government account under 
the direction of the president, and that 
all such means 
of transportation be 
operated as a unit, 
the owning cor- 
porations being paid a just and fair

usual spring and summer accumula- 
tion of coal stocks at points distajit 
from producing districts "is not now 
taking place, but it must be made 
during what remains of the summer, 
unless the country is to face next win- 
ter a most serious and an irreparable 
situation. 
Present production of bit- 
uminous or "soft" coal is forty per 
cent, under the possible 
rnaximum, 
principally because of coal car short- 
age, the report declares. 
Consequent- 
ly the extra large production of an- 
thracite coal this spring, one-fourth 
grater than usual, has been diverted 
to industrial markets ordinarily filled 
by bituminous coal and coke. 
An- 
thracite mines have been given am- 
ple car supply, -^the commission 
ob- 
serves, "by reason of the close cor- 
porate lelation between rail transpor- 
tation 
and 
anthracite 
production." 
Bituminous mines, however, are com- 
pelled by the car shortage to operate 
only part time and many miners are 
going into other work. 


Contributing factors in the disorgan- 
ization of coal transportation are the 
high barge rates from New York '.o 
Newport News to Boston, and 
the 
practice of lake ships to make trips to 
the northwest in water ballast rather 
than carry coal. 


Views of tlie Commission. 


Discussing the proposed remedy, the 
commission says: 


"If the producer at each mine were 
paid his full cost of production with 
allowance for depletion, maintenance, 
upkeep and all the usual Items and to 
this were added a fixed and uniform 
net profit per ton, with due regard to 
quality 
the 
coal thus produced, at 
widely varying costs, if pooled, could 
be sold through the government at an 
average uniform price, quality consid- 
ered which would be entlirely tolera- 
ble to the consuming public, and a 
price much lower than could be fixed 
if an effort were made to fix a uniform 
price to the producer. 
It would seem 
that steady 
employment, fair 
com- 
pensation to labor and capital, equita- 
ble distribution and stable prices could 
be secured. 


"The railroads of the 
country. If 
operated as a unit and on government 
account, could be used to transport 
coal and other products by the most 
direct route' to their point of destina- 
tion, and the efficiency of the roads 
themselves, existing rolling stock and 
motive power, would be greatly 
in- 
creased. 


For Just Compensation. 


"All receipts from all rail and water 
transportation agencies being pooled 
in the hands of the government and all 
expenses of operation being paid from 
this common 
fund, each 
individual 
company should be paid a Just com- 
pensation which might be measured 
by the average annual net profit and 
expenditure for maintenance and bet- 
terments for the five year period prior 
to the war. 


"The operation both of the mines 
and of 
the transportation 
agencies 
could be carried on by the present em- 
ployes and officials, and after the war 
they could be returned unimpaired to 
private operation. The rolling stock of 
railroads, operated as a unit, could be 
mobilized so as to care for the shifting 
seasonal demands." 


Attention is called to the fact that 
Great Britain, France, 'Italy and Ger- 
many have found it necessary during 
the war to take over control of their 
coal industries in varying degrees. The 
commission will continue its investi- 
gation.

Russians Heartily Giving 
Co-operation for the 
Improvements. 


Petrograd, June 20.—The American 
railway commission which Is now In 
Petrograd, proposes to make a wider 
examination of Russia's railroad re- 
sources than was first contemplated 
and a trip through the south Is now 
being considered. 
The commission i s ^ 
confident that great improvements are 
practicable, even with the existing de- 
ficiency in rolling stock. 
The imme- 
diate problem is congestion and the 
commission believes that even under 
present conditions traffic can be in- 
creased more than three-fold. 


The Americans are somewhat skep- 
tical, it is believed, about the possi- 
bility of managing the lines on the 
principles put forward by N. V. Nek- 
rasoff, minister 
of 
communications, 
who is accompanying the commission. 
Praises Americans, 


In a statement given to the Asso- 
ciated Press by M. Mitinsky, director 
of the department of material, warm 
appreciation was expressed 
for 
the 
work already done by the Americans. 
M. Mitinsky, who met the commission 
on its arrival at Vladivostok, said: 


"Mr. Evans and his colleagues found 
the track not so bad as expected, it 
being the same construction through- 
out without any particular bad spots. 
In regard to the rolling stock they 
also found the condition of the cars 
relatively favorable. The work of the 
Americans In Vladivostok was admir- 
able and they now are engaged in 
planning and putting together shops. 
On the spot they decided that the fa- 
cilities at Vladivostok were Inadequate 
to take care of the expected delivery 
of big American orders and the con- 
struction of two big piers for ships 
drawing forty-five feet was decided 
upon and sketches made.

Irkutsk and also at Vyatka, in Eu- 
ropean Russia, thorough examinations 
were made, chiefly from the stand- 
point of finding the most suitable loca- 
tions for repair shops. 
We will act 
on the advice of the commissioners. 


"The commission was 
much 
Im- 
pressed by our big bridges, particular- 
ly over the Sungari, the Yenesei and at 
Novomoskovsk. 
We met enroute the 
chiefs of the technical and traffic de- 
partment and found our working per- 
sonnel inclined to co-operate cordial- 
ly with the Americans. 
One proof 
was that the train made quicker time 
than under peace conditions. We made 
It a rule to have no secrets from the 
commission and although no program 
is fixed I believe the Americans will 
stay as long as we want them.

my opinion that means a very long 
time."

I past five months food speculators have raped 
:|the people of this country of the stupendous 
^^otal of a quarter of a billion dollars. 
: 
The people themselves have had positive 
^conviction of this ravishment, 
though 
per- 
['Jjaps but vague notions of the extent of it. But 
'Jxere comes one of high competence to, say a 
''judgment who with an expert's authority 
Ijsets down the figures for us. 
Consider that 
I during the five months through which 
the 
'«peculators have been plundering the people 
;;8t the rate of fifty million dollars a month we 
'have been hor the latter half of the period at 
>var with Germany and during the earlier half 
Vere on the certain verge of war. For all of 
the time we had knowledge and had been per- 
^stently, systematically and sometimes almost 
hysterically admonished that our domestic sit- 
uation as to foodstuffs was critical and that 
Dur relations with and obligations to the na- 
tions on whose side we at length have come to 
fight for the world's liberation placed us and 
them and our common cause in a plight 
fraught with great peril. Yet in the midst of 
this and in despite of it we have had the spec- 
tacle of various bands of freebooters exploit- 
ing us without ruth and without shame for 
the enrichment of their own pockets. A quar- 
ter of a billion dollars in less than half a year 
is the sum the world's foremost food and 
price expert conservatively puts down as hav- 
ing been criminally taken from our own peo- 
ple already stressed by a winter of scarcity 
IR'^ithout parallel and soaring prices without 
precedent. 


Congress knows all this. 
It needed not 
^í;hat Herbert C. Hoover should go into a com- 
mittee room of the senate to say it, though 
'perhaps his figures imparted some enlighten- 
ment as to the monstrous character and the 
enormity of the rape in terms of money. 
We 
have had legislation under which to 
levy 
.armies, laws under which to ferret out and 
punish spies, enactments under which to raise 
an unheard of amount of money for war—in 
^hort, the measures needful to defend ourselves 
against our declared enemies. But we are in 
the midst of a stubborn fight in congress to get 
enactments that shall clothe the executive 
with power to put a stop to the ruthless ex- 
iploitation of the people by food gamblers, 
criminal speculators and price conspirators. 


Ranger in it, we are told. Too much power 
jto give the president of the republic, freely 
chosen by the people, congress informs us. We 
must beware of this man taken from among us 
by oiyselves. 
We may wrench the constitu- 
tion—^may wreck it, indeed. 
Meanwhile, the 
food gamblers go on to pile up their stores, to 
corner our daily necessaries and fix prices ac- 
cording to the degree of their rapicity. There 
may well enough be all latitude, says con- 
gress, for a dozen scoundrels to fix prices and 
control supplies, but no latitude at all for the 
executive branch of the government to do it 
under power of moderate enactments, to ex- 
ercise these restraints under the well defined 
limits of statutory law specially designed to 
war emergencies and the solemn warnings of 
the greatest crisis this government has faced 
lince it came from the hands of the fathers. 


We are voted by congress into war with our 
foes that stand in the open and 
fight 
by 
methods we understand, with weapons we can 
Bee, but we are to be denied the commonest 
defense against the worse and more insidious 
foes we cannot see, whose methods are subtle 
and baffling and whose weapons we can put 
no armor against save the strong buckler of 
laws made to withstand them. We are at war 
^ t h the German empire. We wnok what we 
must do to meet the kaiser's matchless legions. 
We know what we must do to meet his mur- 
der craft of the under-seas. 
We know what 
we must do to checkmate his hireling spies 
and his mercenary traitors who work in the 


The Fort Wayne contingents in the various 
branches of the military arm of the govern- 
ment—the navy, the marines and the army— 
altogether will make up a numerous force. Af- 
ter awhile most of these will be over the seas 
fighting for us. 
Some of them doubtless al- 
ready are across the water. It will invest this 
phase of our sacrifice to war with consolations 
to know that these sons of Fort Wayne and 
Allen county are being well cared for; to take 
assurance from such things as we may do that, 
sick or. wounded and tossing upon ^beds of 
pain, they are being ministered to with all 
mercy, with all skill, with all resources that 
abundant means can procure. 


We shall take some safe hostagp for this by 
the manner in which we are acquitted of the 
duty now lying upon us, as upon all the coun- 
try, to support the Red Cross. Thia is a thing 
in which we cannot be slackers without coming 
under some penalty of personal anguish and 
regret. Few among us shall escape poignant 
affliction of the implacable agony of war. To 
bear that will be easier in the reflection that 
those of us who cannot help to bear the battle 
have been ready to enlist what else we possess 
for 
the 
strength 
comfort 
and ' of 
those 
whose service is of arms and whose sacrifice 
is of blood. In no better way, in no more ef- 
fectual way, in no more humane and righteous 
way can we help the warrior host than by 
buttressing the Red Cross work with all the 
means that this great and wealthy people may 
find that splendid instrument of mercy to 
need. 


The Red Cross work is being organized and 
planned in this country upon a scale that in 
magnitude and efficiency has 
never 
before 
been dreamed of. It is being constructed with 
a purpose to render to ourselves and our al- 
lies and the sore-stricken people of our allies 
such a help as only the unstinted bounty of 
the richest nation on earth can make possible. 
For the beginning of this prodigious work one 
hundred millions of dollars are asked. This 
one week has been set aside in which the peo- 
ple of the nation are to raise it. The start of 
this campaign has been magnificent and in- 
spiring. There now is no chance or possibility 
of failure. The one hundred millions are go- 
ing to be fully raised. But it will be a salu- 
tary answer to the scorn and contempt of our 
enemies if the Red Cross fund, like the Liberty 
Loan, can be oversubscribed a half or better. 
The Red Cross work can use all the mone^' that 
may be placed to its hands. 
In Belgium, in 
France, in Serbia, in Roumania, in Poland 
there are suffering, misery, anguish and agony 
that have created a hell of despair such as no 
Milton ever imagined and 
no 
Dante 
ever 
dreamed. 
To go into these frightful welters 
of crushed and trampled humanity that have 
been made torment and torture by everything 
that is diabolic and infernal and give aid and 
encouragement to those who have thought 
themselves past all help of earth and are aban- 
doned to despair will be a labor of mercy no 
humane person in this yet happily conditioned 
land can esteem as else than a privilege to 
share in. 


But, we repeat, we should bear in mind that 
in giving to the Red Cross generously we 
shall be giving largely to our own. We shall 
be numerously represented on the battle fronts 
after awhile. 
Our boys will be claiming and 
receiving the merciful tenderness and care of 
the Red Cross. 


If this city should double its allotment of 
the Red Cross fund it will not have overdone 
its part, magnificent as such a performance 
would appear and, indeed, would be.

He has 
been much moved by certain manifes- 
tations of the president's mind, chiefly 
his reflective method and his undis- 
puted literary skill—aspects of his na- 
ture that have f r o m the first elicited 
unrestrained admiration in these col- 
umns. 
Gifts of this kind are not of 
supreme value In men of action, yet 
they must not be dismissed as of slight 
significance. 


P e r h a p s the man never lived who 
would have held 
so 
resolutely and 
skillfully the course of external and 
intellectual neutrality that 
President 
Wilson followed for almost three years. 
In the face of incessant and terrific on- 
slaughts upon both German and anti- 
German sides. 
Under the stress of 
this pressure—insidious, 
adroit, 
vio- 
lent, 
resourceful—his 
resistance 
in 
devotion to what he thought was wise, 
right and necessary to be done estab- 
lished him in all discerning and can- 
did minds as a 
figure 
of exceptional 
intellectual and moral power. 


The exceeding mobility of Mr. Wil- 
son's 
mental 
equipment 
has 
borne 
fruit In frequent changes of opinion. 
This is a fault, if we compare it with 
the rather Ideal quality of being right 
in the first place and sticking to it;

it f r o m the point of view of a man

of the university Into the terrifying 
storms of this awful war and not have 
been driven at times into blind pockets 
of the hills, f r o m which retreat was 
inevitable ? Nobody asks for men who 
never make a mistake. 
We hope their 
errors m a y be as few as possible, but 
we pray that they may have the grace 
to abandon them for the true course 
as soon as they are seen to be wrong. 


Some day a critic will arise so wise 
and brave that he will tell us what 
relation the supreme literary gift bears 
to true greatness. 
Some think 
that 
Shakespearer is our most exalted gen- 
ius, because he wrote better 
"copy" 
than any of the rest of us; but nobody 
has ever 
been able to 
demonstrate 
whether or not there Is any equation 
between real power of intellect and 
literary style. 
Some wonderful writ- 
ers have made sad shipwreck of life, 
and men have won immortality whose 
compositions were 
impossible. 


On the whole. It may be reasonably 
certain that with men of thought, and 
such our president pre-eminently is, a 
clenr and forceful style denotes a char- 
acter of remarkable power. 
The writ- 
ings of : great thinkers bear out this 
theory almost without exception; for 
the philosophers, who are the chief 
leaders of the race, compel us to their 
convictions mainly through the force 
of their own words.

ity church this forenoon. 


The synod meeting here is the larg- 
est Lutheran body In America, out- 
numbering the general synod which 
is meeting in Chicago. 
It was organ- 
ized at Chicago about seventy years 
ago by a sprinkling of pastors and 
I congregations and now represents ap- 
proximately 
a 
million 
souls. 
Be- 
tween two and three thousand pastors 
have charge of about four thousand 
congregations and preaching stations 
and about 1,100 male teachers and 350 
female teachers are actively engaged 
in the church schools. 
I 
More than 350 theological students 
are enrolled at Concordia seminary at 
St. Louis, Mo., and there is another 
theological institution at Springfield, 
111. At River Forest, 111., is the Con- 
cordia teachers' college, the synod's 
oldest and largest Institution for the 
preparation of teachers for work in 
the church schools. 
All told the synod 
has jurisdiction over fifteen seminaries 
and colleges. 


The various districts of the 
Mis- 
souri synod meet in convention sep- 
arately two consecutive years, while in 
the third year the general body con- 
venes. 


Rrv. J. Hilgerdorf, of Omaha, Neb., 
delivered the opening address 
here.

Reports will bo made 
by nineteen different committees on 
home 
missions, 
foreign 
missions, 
schools, 
colleges, 
church 
extension 
fund, young people's work, revision of 
the 
synodical 
constitution, 
pension 
fund and other similar topics. 
During 
' the convention special servlees will be 
held in each . local 
church aflflliated 
with the synod. 


On the afternoon and evening of 
June 24 there will be Jubilee services 
commemorating 
the four 
hundredth 
anniversary of the reformation, in the 
main hall of the auditorium. 
Prof. 
W. Cohn, Chicago, will deliver an ad- 
dress in German and Prof. F. Bente, 
St. Louis, will deliver the English ad- 
dress.

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General Synod in Chicago 
Hopes to Weld Three 
Organizations. 


Chicago, 111., June 20.—^A plan to 
unify three of the prlncliMtl Lutheran 
organizations in the United States will 
be the chief subject of discussion be- 
fore the biennial convention of the 
general synod of the church 
which 
opened here today. 
The plan contem- 
plates the amalgamation of the general 
synod, the general 
council 
and the 
united synod of the south. The south- 
ern body, the smallest of the three, 
was a prodfict of civil war days. 
The 
other two split apart in 1866. 


Delegates 
to 
the convention here 
number 290, half of them clergy and 
the other half laymen. 
It was an- 
nounced that they represent 400,000 
voting members 
of 
the church. 
If 
united the combined organization will 
have 
3,439 clergymen, 934,000 
con; 
firmed 
members and a total member- 
ship of children and adults of 1,334,- 
000, it was stated. 


The movement for unification took 
definite form at a meeting of the joint 
Lutheran committee in 
Philadelphia 
on April 18, the project being broached 
when the committee was considering 
plans for a celebration of the quadri- 
centennial of tlje refoi-mation. 
It was 
felt that the most 
fitting 
observance 
would be a union of the synods and 
the committee persuaded 
the 
presi- 
dents of the three bodies to appoint a 
joint 
commission 
on 
constitution, 
which commission will report to the 
present convention 
the 
first 
of the 
three to meet this year. 


The convention follows a two days' 
session of the Federal Council of Luth- 
eran Brotherhoods, an organization of 
men who held a jubilee last night in 
honor of the four hundredth birthday 
of their church. 
Many of the members 
of the brotherhood remained in the 
city for the synodical convention.

Make Cottage Cheese 
If You Have Skim Milk 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


Women who war against waste lose 
many a battle from lack of co-opera- 
tion rathe,r than from lack of spirit 
or 
individual training 
in economy. 
Take the matter of saving the nation's 
milk supply. 
The city woman saves 
milk by the gill while the farm woman 
may waste it by the gallon. 
Mobiliza- 
tion for saving milk 
means mutual 
benefit. 
' 


Whoever keeps a cow usually has to 
deal with the disposal of a quantity of 
skim milk. 
Cooking experts say that 
skim milk is much too valuable to be 
fed to pigs and chickens. It makes an 
excellent substitute for meat in the 
diet of human beings. 


Cottage cheese furnishes a conven- 
ient and economical means of using 
skim milk aa human food. It can be 
easily made on a small scale and re- 
quires no 
special equipment. 
Each 
pound of cottage cheese furnishes as 
much protein or body building ma- 
terial as the same weight of beef. 


The following directions have been 
prepared by the dairy division. United 
States department of agriculture: 


Each gallon of skim milk will make 
abottt 1H pounda ot ehaem. Tha aktm 
mUk 0 l » u U r M l m plfima in * pall. 


warmed to 75 degrees F.. and allowed 
to stand at that 
temperature until 
curdled. 
A thermometer should al< 
ways us used. 
The temperature can 
be controlled by 
keeping the pail 
or can of milk in a tub, sink, or other 
vessel filled with water of the same 
temperature. 
The time required for 
curdling will depend upon the fresh- 
ness of the milk. 
When a starter of 
good sour milk is available the time 
for curdling lessens. 
About a cupful 
of starter per gallon of skim milk is 
sufficient. 
Without a starter 
fresh 
milk may not curdle for 24 hours, or 
even 
longer. 
During the setting no 
special attention is necessary. 
As soon 
as a 
firm, 
smooth 
curd has 
been 
formed, it is ready for cutting Into 
1-inch or 2-inch squares with a long- 
bladed knife. 
The temperature 
of 
curdled milk is then raised to 100 de- 
grees F., and the mass stirred gently 
from time to time. 
When the tem- 
perature has been maintained for about 
half an hour the curd is ready to be 
drained. 
After heating the curd is 
poured into a cheesecloth sack or a 
piece of draining cloth thrown over a 
pail. In 15 or 20 minutes the curd will 
become mushy and will drain more 
slowly. 
When the curd is rather firm 
and the whey has nearly ceased to flow 
it is ready for salting. 
Usually from 
1 to 2 teaspoonfuls of salt per gallon 
of milk is required. The salt may be 
sprinkled over the curd and worked, 
in with a spoon or paddle. The cheese 
is then ready to eat. 


If kept several days, it should be 
stored in an earthenware or glass ves- 
sel rather than one of tin or wood. Tha 
cheese should be stored 
In a cold 
place, as it will keep longer without be- 
coming sour or moldy.

Standing in the shadow of another 
tax collection, and that for a full year, 
the retail and wholesale liquor dealers 
of Fort Wayne, as well as 
the 
two 
breweries, are rapidly concluding that 
life for them in dry-doomed Hoosier- 
dom is hardly worth the living nowa- 
days. 


The annual federal tax for brewers, 
distillers and all other persons hand- 
ling liquor must be paid before July 1. 
E. B. Thumma, of the revenue office 
on the second floor of the federal build- 
ing, has been besieged by liquor deal- 
ers who have inquired if the full an- 
nual revenue must be paid when Indi- 
ana will go dry on April 2, 1918. 
The 
prohibition law for the state will be 
effective in nine months. 


Uncle Sam is not taking cognizance 
of the whims of Indiana, the Inquirers 
are being told by Mr. T h u m m a . 
The 
tax must be paid for the entire year 
from July 1, 1917, to July 1, 1918, re- 
gardless of the fact that it will be use- 
less for three months after next April. 


Retail 
liquor 
dealers, 
including 
saloonkeepers, druggists and clubs, are 
taxed $25; breweries are taxed from 
150 to 1100, according to capacity, and 
distillers are taxed $100 to $200, ac- 
cording to capacity. 


There are about 275 saloons in Fort 
Wayne. 
The two breweries are each 
taxed $100. There is no distillery near 
Fort Wayne. 


Sent in Money. 


There is just one saloon in Wells 
county. 
The keeper of the institution,

town, sent in

license fund Monday.

Pay for Pool Tables. 


Under the new revenue law taxes 
must be paid

to be charged $5 a year for operation. 
They were formerly exempt from taxa- 
tion.

Editor of The Sentinel: 


I feel it my duty as President of 
the Executive Board of Hope Hospit- 
al to make reply to the criticism in 
this morning's Journal, regarding Doc- 
tor Allport, of Cleveland, Ohio, who 
has spent the last few days in Fort 
Wayne assisting us in moving Hope 
hospital Into the new building. 


The charge was, that Doctor All- 
port was a "quack." 
This charge was 
not made at last Monday night's meet- 
ing. 
Neither was a copy of the so- 
called "Samuel Adam's expose a fake 
medicines" 
produced, 
nor any 
such 
story as alluded to in the 
morning 
paper read before the meeting. 
The 
only statement that 
was 
made 
as 
touching Doctor Allport 
came 
from 
one of the doctors present, when ho 
said that he would not bring patients 
to Hope hospital, as long as Doctor 
Allport had any connection with it. 
Then Doctor Allport retorted, 
"What 
is the matter with me, are you basing 
your accusation upon what you have 
learned from the press?" 
The answer 
was "Yes." 
At this point the matter 
was dropped. 


The executive board of Hope hos- 
pital has no desire to enter into a con- 
troversy with the medical men of Fort 
Wayne, as to Doctor Allport's standing 
in the medical profession. 
As we un- 
derstand 
it Doctor Allport has 
not 
practiced medicine for years. 
We did 
not take the trouble to m a k e investi- 
gation along this line as we do not 
need a doctor for the work we want 
done. 


As a business man, especially quali- 
fied for the work needed to be done 
on the business end of the hospital, 
he comes very highly 
recommended. 
Also, I have quite a number of very 
flattering letters f r o m different hos- 
pital boards and individuals. 
I want 
to take the liberty of quoting but two, 
and these are letters which have been 
given to Doctor Allport. 
Other 
let- 
ters I have which have been address- 
ed to me personally in answer to re- 
quests for information, which are flat- 
tering indeed. 
The one letter Is dated 
February 17, 1917, and reads as fol- 
lows : 


"Dr. J. E. Allport is the found- 
er and builder of the 
Glenville 
hospital. 
The first building was 
opened J a n u a r y 1st, 
1907, 
the 
second building 
in 
1909. 
The 
hospital 
was 
under 
the direct 
management of Di*. Allport

or, during all of which time ho 
was associated 
with the 
under- 
signed. 


"Dr. Allport's work 
in

nection with other hospital pro- 
jects became so heavy that 
he 
withdrew 
from 
active 
official 
management. 


"The Glenville hospital is look- 
ed upon as an example of effi- 
ciency and of intelligent hospital 
management, primarily 
due 
to 
the past efforts of Dr. Allport. 


His relation with his associates, 
the undersigned, has always been 
harmonious, 
pleasant and 
satis- 
factory. 
His work was conducted 
in a clean-cut, high class, 
hon- 
orable manner and they feel keen- 
ly the loss of his service.s in the 
f u r t h e r development of this hos- 
pital's affairs." 
It is signed by the following doctors: 
J. E. Tuckerman, C. C. Crawford. A. D. 
Campbell. H. L. Taylor, H. DeM. Fow- 
ler, H. \V. Krapohi. 


I might mention that J. E. Tucker- 
man is the secretary oí the Ohio State 
Medical society. 


The other letter is dated 
February 
19. 1917. to Dr. J. E. Allport. Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and reads a.s follows: 


Our ho.spital board 
desires to 
express their appreciation of the 
good work done for us in con- 
structing and equipping our hos- 
pital. 
Before we had the pleasure 
of your acquaintance and making a 
contract with you, the board fully 
tion of their time last summer to 
tio nof tneir time lest summer to 
building and equipping this hos- 
pital, but it was our good fortune 
to meet you, look over two hospi- 
tals you had already built 
and 
m a k e a great m a n y inquiries in 
regard to your ability in building 
and equipping a hospital. 
We sat- 
isfied ourselves thoroughly before 
we made a contract with you and 
we have never regretted in 
the 
least making the contract with j-ou 
for the building and equipping of 
our hospital. 


We are confident you have saved 
us lots of money, not only in buy- 
ing everything at the least possible 
cost it could be bought for, but 
In not buying a good many things 
we did not need. 
It is common 
talk not only with our board, but 
with the best people of Mattoon, 
that there has not been a dollar 
thrown 
away 
in 
building 
and 
equipping the hospital. 


The writer has had some expe- 
rience 
In 
hospitals 
before 
we 
built this building, and the hand- 
ling of the local doctors is a very 
hard proposition. 
In 
our 
case 
here there has never been a doctor 
called on me, and I am quite sure 
there has not been a doctor called 
on any member of the board, and 
asked them to make any change 
whatever 
in 
the 
building 
and 
equipment of this building. 
On 
the other hand, it is common talk 
among the doctors that they have 
at least once and a half, some will 
say double, the amount of hospital 
they expected to get. 


We haven't anybody. Including 
the doctors, that has ever criti- 
cised any part of- the work from 
the time we started up to the pres- 
ent minute. 
The building Is com- 
pleted and equipped to the entire 
satisfaction of everybody, and we 
are satlsfled . you .have saved us a 
good round, aum of money.

MILITARY GUARDS. 


Pennsy Formulates Rnlos for Them to 
Work By. 


The Pennsylvania 
has formulated 
and published in booklet form a set 
of rules governing the movements of 
soldiers who are on guard on that rail- 
way, which are reproduced as follows: 


Keep off all tracks at all times ex- 
cept in the performanace of duty. This 
is the first and most important precau- 
tion for personal safety when on or 
around the railroad. 


Avoid standing so close to track that 
a gun may be struck 
by a 
passing 
train. 


Do not sit on the track. 
When 
necessary 
to walk 
on the 
track, where there are two or more 
tracks, travel against the current of 
traffic when practicable; that is, in the 
opposite direction to that 
in 
which 
trains are usually operated, and when 
on any track, keep a sharp lookout in 
both directions. 


Look in both directions before«ross- 
ing or walking onto the tracks, re- 
membering that trains may be run in 
either direction on any track. 


Do .not pass between cars or engines 
temporarily uncoupled or separated, 
nor for any reason take refuge or crawl 
under cars. 


When getting out of the way of a 
train clear all tracks when practicable 
to do so, in order to avoid getting in 
the way of another train. 
• Do not board an approaching engine 
or car while standing 
between 
the 
rails. 


Do not hang on car doors with feet 
on truss rods; the door may fall off or 
move on the runway. 


Do not ride on cars with legs hang- 
ing over the side; this to avoid being 
struck 
by structures 
alongside 
the 
track. 


Do not stand on the end of a car 
without having a secure hold. 


Do not stand or place any part of the 
body between the lading and end of car 
loaded with lumber or other freight 
that is liable to shift. 


Avoid any movement 
of arms 
or 
lamps which 
might 
be accepted 
in 
error as a signal. 


To avoid electric shock, do not come 
in 
contact 
with 
loose 
or 
dangling 
wire.s; report them to the proper per- 
Eon.

Grand river was forced to change its 
course 
near Tunnel, 
twenty 
miles 
from here, early today, when a quan- 
tity of earth and rock from a moun- 
tain, which the stream had 
under- 
mined, fell into it, damming it up. 


No estimate of the damage has been 
made, though repair gang foremen re- 
ported "hundreds of feet" of Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad track wash- 
ed out.

nouncement by Police Commissioner 
Arthur Woods that he had ordered 
the most searching inquiry into police 
conditions since that conducted after 
the Rosenthal murder. 


The investigation is a direct outcome 
of the finding of the body of Ruth Cru- 
ger, a high school graduate, buried in 
the cellar of a motorcycle shop con- 
ducted by Alfredo Cocchi, for whom 
the Italian government authorities are 
searching at the request of the state 
department. 


Commissioner Woods today ordered 
Joseph A. Faurol, head of the detective 
bureau, to inquire thoroughly into the 
methods and operations of the detec- 
tives and police officers who failed to 
solve the Cruger mystery.

Linden, Ind., June 20.—The little town 
of Kirkpatrick, just east of here, was 
practically wiped cui oy a fire, caused 
when a train on the Clover Leaf railroad, 
containing seven cars loaded with oil, 
was wrecked in the center of the village 
and exploded. The wreck occurred shortly 
before 7 o'clock this morning and the fire 
was still burning at 9:4.5. At that time 
five residences, the depot and blacksmith 
shop and the 
farmers' elevator 
had 
burned and the little band of fire fighters 
had little hope of -saving the remaining 
elevator, owned by Halstead Brothers, 
the grocery store and bank, the latter 
being the only brick building in the town. 
One man was burned slightly and there 
were a number of narrow escapes. One 
mother grabbed a child from a cradle, as 
the flaming oil ran down the hill from 
the railroad tracks to her home. 
The 
explosion wa.s heard for miles, and the 
dense black cloud of smoke which was 
seen in Lafayette and Crawfordsville at- 
tracted a large number of motorists to 
the village. 


At one time the oil was burning for 
more than a quarter of a mile along 
the track, which ran through the cen- 
ter of the village.

Federal Trade Commission Recommends 


Stupendous Government Pools 


to Regulate Service. 


WOULD ROLERAIl ANDWATER CARRIERS 


Washington, D. G., June 20.—Government pools of coal prodnfr* 


tion and distribution and of rail and water transportation were recom- 
mended to congress today by the Federal trade commission as the only 
means of avoiding a disastrous coal shortage next winter. 


"The 
commission 
believes," 
commission 


says the report submitted after 
'many months of investigation or- 
dered by congress, "that the coal 
industry is paralyzing the indus- 
tries of the country and that the 
coal industry is paralyzed itself 
by the failure of transportation. 
There are enough coal cars in the 
country but not enough are deliv- 
ered to the mines and these cars 
are not moved to the point of con- 
sumption with the greatest expe- 
dition nor are they promptly dis- 
charged." 


The Recommendations. 


In view of these conditions, the 


commission recommends: 


"First—That 
tho production 
and 


distribution of coal and coke be con- 
ducted through a pool in the hands of 
a government agency; that the pro- 
ducers of various grades of fuel be paid 
their full coRt of production pl-js a 
uniform profit per ton (with due al- 
lowance for quality 
of product and 


efficiency of service); and 


"Second—That the transportation 


agency of the United States, both rail 
and water, be 
similarly pooled and 


operated on government account under 
the direction of the president, and that 
all such means of transportation be 
operated as a unit, the owning cor- 
porations being pai'd a just and fair 
compensation which would cover nor- 
mal net 
profit, upkeep and better-

Changes Character. 


It was thus chiefly a defensive

No- 
where, say army officers, can thu latest 
developments of each of these specialties 
be taught sn well ns in the training camp 
just behind the trenrhc1?, where special- 
ists direct from years' lighting are at 
hand to instruct the novice.

These recommendations are ap- 


proved by Commissioners Davies, Col- 
vcr and Fort. Chairman Harris dis- 
sents on the plan for transportation 
pool except as a last resort and sug- 
gests Instead "that during the vaf the 
president be authorized to ord6r fall 
and water transportation agencies to 
glvo preference to shipments of coal, 
coko and other commodities In the 
order of their Importance to the public 
welfare." 


Necessity Is Urged. 


An urgent necessity exists for Im- 


mediate legislation to correct condi- 
tions says the report, because the 
usual spring and summer accumula- 
tion of coal Ktocka at points distant 
from producing districts "Is not now 
taking place, but It must be made 
during what remains of the summer, 
unless the country Is to faco next win- 
ter amost serious and an Irreparable 
situation. Present production of bit- 
uminous or "woft" coal la forty per 
cent, under tho possible maximum, 
principally because of coal car short- 
age, tho report declares. Consequent- 
ly tho extra largo production of an- 
thracite coal thin spring, ono-fourth 
grater than usual, has been diverted 
to industrial markets ordinarily filled 
by bituminous coal and coko. 
An- 


thracite mines have been given am- 
ple car supply, tho commission ob- 
serves, "by reason of tho close cor- 
por.ito relation between rail transpor- 
tation and 
anthracite production." 


Bituminous mines, howex'er, are com- 
pelled by tho car shortage to operate 
only part time and many miners aro 
goiriK Into other work. 


Contributing factors In the disorgan- 


ization of coal transportation are the 
high barge rates from Now York \o 
Newport News to Boston, and tho 
practice of lake ships to make trips to 
the northwest in water ballast rath»r 
tfcan carry coal. 


Views of tho Commission. 


Discussing the proposed remedy, the 


commission says: 


"If the producer at each mine were 


paid his full cost n<! production with 
allowance, for depletion, maintenance, 
upkeep and all the usual Items and to 
this were added a fixed and uniform 
net profit per ton. with duo regard to 
quality the coal thus produced, at 
widely varying coats, if pooled, could 
be sold through the government at an 
average uniform price, quality consid- 
ered which would be entiirely tolera- 
ble to the consuming public, and a 
price much loxver than could be fixed 
if an effort were made to fix a uniform 
price to the producer. It would seem 
that steady employment, fair com- 
pensation to labor and capital, equita- 
ble distribution and stable prices could 
be secured. 


"The railroads of the country, if 


operated as a unit and on government 
account, could be used to transport 
coal and other products by the moat 
direct route to their point of destina- 
tion, and the efficiency of tho roads 
themselves, existing rolling stock and 
motive power, would be greatly in- 
creased. 


For .Tust Compensation. 


"All receipts from all rail and water 


transportation agencies being pooled 
In the hands of the government and all 
expenses of operation being paid from 
this common 
fund, each individual 


company should be paid a just com- 
pensation which might he measured 
by the average annual net profit and 
expenditure for maintenance anrl bet- 
terments for the five year period prior 
to the war. 


"The operation both of the mines 


and of 
tho transportation 
agencies 


could be carried on by the present em- 
ployes and officials, and after the war 
they could bo returned unimpaired to 
private operation. The rolling stock of 
railroads, operated as a unit, could be 
mobilized so as to caro for the shifting 
seasonal demands." 


Attention is called to the fact that 


Great Britain, France. Italy and Ger 
many have found It necessary during 
tho war to tako over control of their 
coal Industries In varying degrees. Tho 
commission will continue Its investi- 
gation.

M. Mltlnaky. who met tho commission 
on Its arrival at Vladivostok, said: 


"Mr. Evans and his colleagues found 


the track not so bad as expected. It 
being the same construction through- 
out without any particular bad spots. 
In regard to tho rolling stock they 
also found the condition of the cars 
relatively favorable. The work of tho 
Americans in Vladivostok was admir- 
able and they now are engaged In 
planning and putting together shops. 
On the spot they decided that the fa- 
cilities at Vladivostok were Inadequate 
to take care of the expected delivery 
of big American orders and the con- 
struction of two big piers for ships 
drawing forty-live feet was decided 
upon and sketches made.

Irkutsk and also at Vyatka, in Eu- 
ropean Russia, thorough examinations 
were made, chiefly from the stand- 
point of finding the most suitable loca- 
tions for repair shops. We will act 
on the advice of the commissioners. 


"The commission was

pressed by our big bridges, particular- 
ly over the Sungarl, the Yenesel and at 
Novomoskovsk. We met enroute the 
chiefs of the technical and traffic de- 
partment and found our working per- 
sonnel inclined to co-operate cordial- 
ly with the Americans.

was that the train made quicker time 
than under peace conditions. We made 
it a rule to have no secrets from the 
commission and although no program 
is fixed I believe the Americans will 
stay as long as we want them.

Copenhagen. June 20.—A German 


Industrial bureau has been established 
In Brussels for the purpose of recruit- 
Ing Belgian labor for German war in- 
dustries and Belgian women for farm 
work 
The 
official 
announcement 


mentions the "voluntary" nature of 
the recruiting, but does not specify the 
conditions. The details are only avail- 
able on application to a local trade 
bureau and laborers can only return 
to Belgium with the permission of the. 
military authorities. The Belgian pro- 
vinces have refused to meet the in- 
creased war contributions of «lxty mil- 
lion marks monthly which the Ger- 
mans have now imposed upon them 
In the same fashion as formerly the 
German* have forced 
contributions 


from tho banks. 
The banks are 


given the security of two-year bonds 
for which the pro\-inces are responsi- 
ble, the amount covering; elx months' 
contributions.

(enactments that shall clothe the executive 
with power to put a stop to the ruthless ex- 
iploitation of the people by food gamblers, 
criminal speculators and price conspirators.

•Jo giye the president of the republic, freely 
chosen by the people, congress informs us. We 
must beware of this man taken from among us 
by ourselves. We may wrench the constitu- 
tion—may wreck it, indeed. Meanwhile, the 
food gamblers go on to pile up their stores, to 
corner our daily necessaries and fix prices ac 
cording to the degree of their rapicity. There 
may well enough be all latitude, says con- 
' gress, for a dozen scoundrels to fix prices and 
control supplies, but no latitude at all for the 
executive branch of the government to do it 
under power of moderate enactments, to ex- 
ercise these restraints under the well defined 
limits of statutory law specially designed to 
war emergencies and the solemn warnings oi 
the greatest crisis this government has faced 
linee Jt came from the hands of the fathers. 


We are voted by congress into war with our 


foes that stand in the open and fight by 
methods we understand, with weapons we can 
see, but we are to be denied the commonest 
.defense against the worse and more insidious 
foes we cannot see, whose methods arc subtle 
and baffling and whose weapons we can put 
no armpr against save the strong buckler of 
laws made to withstand them. We are at war 
with the German empire. We wnok what we 
must do to meet the kaiser's matchless legions. 
We know what we must do to. meet his mur- 
der craft of .the^ under-seas. We know what 
we must do to checkmate his hireling spies 
and his mercenary traitors who work in the 


The Fort Wayne contingents in the various 


branches of the military arm of the govern- 
ment—the navy, the marines and the army— 
altogether will make up a numerous force. Af- 
ter awhile most of these will be over the seas 
fighting for us. Some of them doubtless al- 
ready are across the water. It will invest this 
phase of our sacrifice to war with consolations 
to know that these sons of Fort Wayne and 
Allen county are being well eared for; to take 
assurance from such things as we may do that, 
sick or wounded and tossing upon beds of 
pain, they are being ministered to with all 
mercy, with all skill, with all resources that 
abundant means can procure. 


We shall take some safe hostage for this by 


the manner in which we are acquitted of the 
duty now lying upon us, as upon all the coun- 
try, to support the Eed Cross. This is a thing 
in which we cannot be slackers without coming 
under some penalty of personal anguish and 
regret- Few among us shall escape poignant 
affliction of the implacable agony of war. To 
bear that will be easier in the reflection that 
those of us who cannot help to bear the battle 
have been ready to enlist what else we possess 
for the strength comfort and of those 
whose service is of arms and whose sacrifice 
is of blood. In no better way, in no more ef- 
fectual way, in no more humane and righteous 
way can we help the warrior host than by 
buttressing the Red Cross work with all the 
means that this great and wealthy people may 
find that splendid instrument of mercy to 
need.

planned in this country upon a scale that in

been dreamed of. It is being constructed with 
a purpose to render to ourselves and our al- 
lies and the sore-stricken people of our allies

the richest nation on earth can make possible 
For the beginning cf this prodigious work one 
hundred millions of dollars arc asked. This 
one week has been set asidp in which the pco-| 
pic of the nation are to raise it. The start of 
this campaign has been magnificent and in- 
spiring. There now is no chance or possibility 
of failure. The one hundred millions .nre go- 
ng to be fully raised. But it will be a salu- 
tary answer to the scorn and contempt of our 
enemies if the Red Cross fund, like the Liberty 
Loan, can be oversubscribed a half or better. 
The Red Cross work can use all the money that 
may be placed to its hands. In Belgium, in 
France, in Serbia, in Roumnnia, in Poland 
there are suffering, misery, anguish and agony 
that have created a hell of despair such as no 
Milton ever imagined and no Dante ever 
dreamed. To go into these frightful welters 
of crushed and trampled humanity that havo 
been made torment and torture by everything 
that is diabolic and infernal and give aid and 
encouragement to those who have thought 
themselves past all help of earth and are aban- 
doned to despair will be a labor of mercy no 
humane person in this yet happily conditioned 
land can esteem as else than a privilege to 
share in. 


But, we repeat, we should bear in mind that 


in giving to the Red Cross generously we 
shall be giving largely to our own. We shall 
be numerously represented on the battle fronts 
after awhile. Our boys will be claiming and 
receiving the merciful tenderness and care of 
the Red Cross.

Make Cottage Cheese 
If You Have Skim Milk 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


Women who war against waste lose 


many a battle from lack of co-opera- 
tion rather than from lack of spirit 
or 
Individual training 
in economy. 


Take the matter of saving the nation's 
milk supply. The city woman saves 
milk by the gill while the farm woman 
may waste it by the gallon. Mobiliza- 
tion for saving milk 
means mutual 


benefit. 


Whoever keeps a cow usually has to 


deal with the disposal of a quantity of 
skim milk. Cooking experts say that 
skim milk is much too valuable to be 
fed to pigs and chickens. It makes an 
excellent substitute for meat in the 
diet of human be.ings. 


Cottage cheese furnishes a conven- 


ient and economical means of using 
skim milk as human food. It can be 
easily made on a small scale and re- 
quires no 
special equipment. Each 


po\md of cottage cheese furnishes as 
much protein or body building ma- 
terial as the same weight of beef. 


The following directions have been 


prepaVed by the dairy division. United 
States department of agriculture: 


Each gallon of skim milk will make 


about 1 % pounds of cheese. The skim 
milk should first be placed In a pail. 


warmed to 75 degrees F.. and allowel 
to stand at that 
temperature until 


curdled. 
A thermometer should *k 


ways us used. The temperature can 
be controlled by 
keeping the pall 


or can of milk in a tub. sink, or other 
vessel filled with water of the sam« 
temperature. 
The time required for 


curdling will depend upon the fresh- 
ness of the milk. When a starter of 
good sour milk is available the tlma 
for curdling lessens. About a cupful 
of starter per gallon of skim milk la 
sufficient. 
Without a starter 
fresh 


milk may not curdle for 24 hours, or 
even longer. 
During the setting no 


special attention is necessary. As soon 
as a firm, smooth 
curd has 
been 


formed, it Is ready for cutting into 
1-inch or 2-inch squares with a long- 
bladed knife. 
The temperature 
of 


curdled milk is then raised to 100 de- 
grees F., and the mass stirred gently 
from time to time. 
When the tem- 


perature has been maintained'for about 
half an hour the curd Is ready to be 
drained. 'After heating the curd Is 
poured into a cheesecloth sack or a 
piece of draining cloth thrown over a 
pall. In 15 or 20 minutes the curd will 
become mushy and will drain more 
slowly. When the curd is rather firm 
and the whey has nearly ceased to flow 
it is ready for salting. Usually from 
1 to 2 teaspoonfuls of salt per gallon 
of milk Is required. The salt may be 
sprinkled over the curd and worked 
in with a spoon or paddle. The cheese 
is then ready to eat. 


If kept several days, It should be 


stored hi an earthenxvare or glass ves- 
sel rather than one of tin or wood. The 
cheese should be stored 
in a cold 


place, as It will keep longer without be- 
coming sour or moldy.

Liquor Dealers Winch Under 


Tax Ruling for Doomed 


Kingdom. 


MANY DRUGGISTS WILL 


NOT HANDLE ALCOHOL 


Revenue Payments Are Be- 


ing Made on Several 


New Licenses. 


Standing in the shadow of another 


tax collection, and that for a full year, 
the retail and wholesale liquor dealers 
of Fort Wayne, as well as the two 
breweries, are rapidly concluding that 
life for them in dry-doomed Hoosier- 
dom is hardly worth the living nowa- 
days. 


The annual federal tax for brewers, 


distillers and all other persons hand- 
ling liquor must be paid before July 1. 
B. B. Thumma. of the revenue office 
on the second floor of the federal build- 
ing, has been besieged by liquor deal- 
ers who have inquired if the full an- 
| nual revenue must be paid when Indi- 
ana will go dry on April 2. 1918. The 
prohibition law for the state will be 
effective in nine months. 


Uncle Sam is not taking cognizance 


of the whims of Indiana, the Inquirers 
are being told by Mr. Thumma. Tho 
tax must be paid for the entire year 
from July 1. 1917. to July 1, 1918, re- 
gardless of the fact that it will be use- 
less for three months after next April.

I feel it my duty as President of 


the Executive Board of Hope Hospit- 
al to make reply to the criticism in 
this morning's Journal, regarding Doc- 
tor Allport, of Cleveland. Ohio, who 
has spent the last few days in Fort 
Wayne assisting us In moving Hope 
hospital Into the new building, 


The charge- was, that Doctor All- 


port was a "quack." This charge was 
not made at last Monday night's meet- 
Ing. 
Neither was a copy of the so- 


called "Samuel Adam's expose a fake 
medicines" produced, nor any such 
story as alluded to In the morning 
paper read before the meeting. The 
only statement that was made 
as 


touching Doctor Allport came 
from 


one of the doctors present, when he 
said that he would not bring patients 
to Hope hospital, as long as Doctor 
Allport had any connection with it. 
Then Doctor Allport retorted, "What 
is the matter with me. are you basing 
your accusation upon what you have 
learned from the press?" The ans%ver 
was "Yes." At this point the matter 
was dropped. 


The executive board of Hope hos- 


pital has no desire to enter Into a con- 
troversy with the medical men of Fort 
Wayne, as to Doctor Allport's standing 
In the medical profession. As we un- 
derstand it Doctor Allport has not 
practiced medicine for years. We did 
not take the trouble to make Investi- 
gation along this lino as wo do not 
need a doctor for the work we want 
done. 


As a business man, especially quali- 


fied for tho work needed to be done 
on the business end of the hospital, 
he comes very highly' recommended. 
Also, I have quite a number of very 
flattering letters from different hos- 
pital boards and individuals. I want 
to take tho liberty of quoting but two, 
and these are letters which have been 
given to Doctor Allport. Other let- 
ters I have which have been address- 
ed to me personally In answer to re- 
quests for information, which are flat- 
tering indeed. Tho one letter Is dated 
February 17, 1917, and reads as fol- 
lows:

factory- His work was conducted 
in a clean-cut, high class, hon- 
orable manner and they feel keen- 
ly tho loss of his services in the 
further development of this hos- 
pital's affairs."

I might mention that J. E. Tucker-

19, 1917, to Dr. J. E. Allport. Clevo- 
and, Ohio, and reads as follows: 


Our hospital board desires to 


express their appreciation of tho 
good work done for us in con- 
structing and equipping our hos- 
pital. Before we had the pleasure 
of your acquaintance and making a 
contract with you, the board fully 
tlon of their time last summer to 
tio not tneir ume «ast summer to 
building and equipping this hos- 
pital, but it was our good fortune 
to meet you, look over two hospi- 
tals you had already built and 
make a great many inquiries in 
regard to your ability in building 
and equipping a hospital. We sat- 
isfied ourselves thoroughly before 
we made a contract with you and 
we have never regretted in the 
least making the contract with you 
for the building and equipping of 
our hospital. 


We are confident you have saved 


us lots of money, not only in buy- 
ing everything at the least possible 
cost It could he bought for, but 
in not buying a good many things 
we did not need. It is common 
talk not only with our board, but 
with t"he best people of Mattoon, 
that there has not been a dollar 
thrown away in building and 
equipping the hospital. 


The writer has had some expe- 


rience in hospitals before we 
built this building, and the hand- 
ling of the local doctors is a very 
hard proposition. In our case 
here thcro has never been a doctor 
called on me, and I am quite sure 
there has not been a doctor called 
on any member of the board, and 
asked them to make any change 
whatever in the building and 
equipment of this building.

The building Is com- 
pleted and equipped to the entire 
satisfaction of everybody, and we 
arc satisfied you have saved us a 
good round sum of money.

VENIZELOS—THE MAN IN FRONT OF THE THRONE 


London, England, June 20.—Eleu- 


therios Venizelos, idol of.the Greeks, 
has won the day. Alexander, new 
wearer of the Hellenic crown, is a Xing 
in a shadow. 


T.he 
crowning of Constantino's sec- 


ond son makes the "Lloyd George of 
Greece" victor in his long fight for alli- 
ance with the entente powers. King 
Constantino was too Teutonic; the 
crown princa even, it was feared, 
would have German leanings. 


Since the beginning of the war, Ven- 


izelos, then premier, looked upon the 
slda of the allies as the side of justice 
and right. 
He insisted on alliance; 


while Constantino urged neutrality. 
He resigned. r*as recalled and resigned 
again when the former king and he 


^.^eould not agree. 
^ 


Since October, 1016, Venizelos has 


been at the head of a separate pro- 
visional government with headquarters 
at Salonika, where the allied troops 
are stationed. 
Although outlawed 


from the royal government, the former 
premier won tho friendship and trust 
of the people. The result was the 
overthrow of King Constantino and 
victory for Venizelos and the allies. 


'Venizelos has won by the affections 


more than diplomacy. 
An example 


of his popularity is the treatment given 
him by tho Inhabitants of the island 
of Mytllene. Venlzelos has never been 
in Mytllene and did not make the 
slightest effort to secure his re-elec- 
tion in May, 1916. Yet Mytillene sent 
Venizelos back to parliament. 


So with the reat of Greece. The peo- 


ple know him for his straightforward- 
ness, his coolness, ability and self-con- 
trol. 
He knows no false politics and 


i'is free from the taints of autocracy; 


Venizelos was born In Crete in 1864 


and was brought up In that Island 
where revolutions abounded. He took 
part in uprisings against the Turks and 
led the Cretan revolution that brought 
on the war between Greece and Tur- 
key in 1897. He won autonomy for 
Crete and in 1908, by another revolu- 
tion, tried to secure the union of the 
island to Greece, but the powers re- 
fused. He still hopes to see Crete be- 
come part of Greece. 


A royal democracy Is the goal of 


Venizelos. And today he overshadows 
the new young king. He seems to b* 
near his goal.

MILITARY GUARDS. 


Pennsy Formulates Rules for Tlieni to 


Work By. 


The Pennsylvania has formulated 


and published in booklet form a set 
of rules governing the movements of 
soldiers who are on guard on that rail- 
way, which are reproduced as follows: 
'.Keep off all tracks at all times ex- 
cept in the performanacc of duty. This 
Is the first and most important precau- 
tion for personal safety when on or 
around the rallrjad. 


Avoid standing so close to track that 


tt pun may be struck by a passing 
train. 
' Do not sit on the track. 


When necessary to walk on the 


track, where there are two or more 
tracks, travel against the current of 
traffic when practicable: that Is. In the 
opposite direction to that in which 
trains are usually operated, and when 
on any track, keep a sharp lookout in 
both directions. 


Look In both directions before cross- 


Ing or walking onto tho tracks, re- 
membering that trains may lie run In 
either direction on any track. 


Do not pass between cars or engines 


temporarily uncoupled or separated, 
nor for any reason tako refuge or crawl 
under cars. 


"VVher getting out of the way of a 


train clear all 'tracks when practicable 
to do so. In order to avoid getting In 
the way'of another train. 


DO not hoard an approaching engine 


or'car while standing between tho 


Do not hang on cor doors with feet 


on'truss rods; tho door may fall oft or 
move on tho runway. 
' Do not ride on cars with legs hang- 
Ing over the side: this to avoid being 
struck by structures alongside the 
track. 
"Do not stand on tho end ot a car 
without having a secure hold. 
:Do not stand or plare any part of the 


body between tho lading and end ot cur 
loaded "with lumber or other freight 
that Is liable to shift. 
' Avoid any movement of arms or 
lamps which might be accepted 
in 


error as a signal. 
To avoid electric shock, do not come 


in contact with loose or dangling 
wires; report them to the proper per- 


B'C careful to avoid touching third 


rail with hands, feet or any other part 
o'f the body. 
Do not let guns, tools, etc., come in 


contact with third rail.

This spectre-haunted place Is the 


picturesque 
Rosencrantz 
homestead 


at Hohokus, N. J.. on the old Albany 
turnpike, the scene of Aaron Burr's 
romantic wooing of Madame Provost 
In 1777. It has been opened as a tea 
house by the Misses Rosecrans, last 
of the family of Gen. Rosocrans of 
civil war fame. 
Taking tea with the 


ghost here is now a popular pastime 
with wealthy automoblllsts from New 
York. 


"The story Is." 
said Miss M. E. 


Rosecrans, "that at the time the 
Hessian troops were encamped at Par- 
amis, a mile from here, a Hessian sol- 
dier was murdered upstairs for ihs bag 
of gold. A well stuffed money'belt, at 
any rate, was found hidden in the wall 
of the attic during the lifetime of tho 
late Col. W. D. Rosencrantz, cousin of 
the civil war general. 


"The Hessian's gho'st has haunted 


the house ever since, according to tra- 
litlon. We often hear at night a queer 
ound In the attic as though a dead 
jody had fallen on the floor.' 


"Wo have rushed upstairs to dis- 


cover what made the noise, but never 
had our curiosity satisfied. 
Not even 


have we found tho dust disturbed. 


"It ia all very uncanny, but we are 


used to it. 
We^ cannot, however, get 


friends to pass the night with us." 


Students of historic' buildings are 


as much interested In the place as aro 
the delvers into phsychic phenomena. 
Here Aaron Burr met, wooed and won 
the fair Mme. Provot. The young sol- 
dier was in camp at White Plains 
twenty-five miles away. 
He used to 


ride over to Tarrytown on horseback, 
take the ferry across the Hudson to 
Nyack. and ride on to Tohokus, getting 
back to his regiment Just before day- 
break. 


t was during these momentous times 


that the Hessian soldier met his un- 
timely end and bequeathed his restless 
spirit to send cold chills up and down 
tho banko nt hot. aad dusty automo- 
bllists.

OFFICERS' 


Opening of Camp Set for 


August 27—Lists Open 


Until July 15. 


Thirty men appeared before the ex- 


amining committee of the officers re- 
serve corps training camp at the sec- 
ond session Tuesday evening, and 
Chairman E. H. Kllbourne and his as- 
sistants are well pleased with both 
the number and calibre of the appli- 
cants- 


Official notice has been received in 


Fort Wayne that the second training 
camp is to open August 27, 1917, and 
that the last day for accepting appli- 
cants will be July 15. It is also learned 
that before the opening of the second 
camp, each man who enrolls for the 
three months of intensive training will 
be assured that he will receive $100 a 
month for the time spent in training. 
The regular army pay as a commis- 
sioned officer will start as soon as the 
commissions have been awarded. 


According to the official instructions 


from the war department, there is an 
excellent opportunity at 
the second 


camp for men of mature years, ex- 
service men, former national guard 
officers and persons 
who 
have had 


broad military experience. Men of this 
class will be given special considera- 
tion, providing they can meet the phys- 
ical and mental tests, but all suita- 
ble applicants will be given due con- 
sideration. 


The board of examiners are holding 


only evening meetings, and applicants 
are required to present themselves at 
the Commercial club between the 
hours of 7:30 and 9:30 p. m. The next 
session will be held Wednesday night. 


The supply of application blanks that 


was on hand with the examining board 
has been exhausted, and Captain Ivil- 
bourne has sent on to the war depart- 
ment for another supply. Immediately 
after the close of the application lists, 
personal examination will begin, and 
as soon as an applicant" has been ac- 
cepted, he will be notified In time to 
arrange his affairs for the opening of 
the camp. About sixty applicants have 
already been received by the local ex- 
amining board.
